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WILL THEY COMBINE ? 


News Manufacturers Meet 
in New York. 


Eastern 


The Meeting Held with Closed Doors—Those Who Were 
Present— Some Conclusions as to the Discussion 
—The Views of One Manufacturer as 
to the Situation. 





A meeting of Eastern news manufacturers was held 
on Tuesday afternoon of this week at the New York office 
of W. H. Parsons & Co., 320 Broadway. The session 
lasted two and one-half hcurs. Nine gentlemen prom- 
inent in the news branch of the paper industry in the East 
were present. The names of eight of them are as follows: 
W. H. Parsons, Sr., David S. Cowles and F. C. White- 
house, all connected with the mills represented by W. H. 
Parsons & Co.; George W. Knowlton, president of the 
St. Regis Paper Company, Watertown, N. Y.; Arthur C. 
Hastings, of the Cliff Paper Company, Niagara Fails, 
N. Y.; G H. P. Gould, of the Gould Paper Company, 
Lyons Falls, N. Y.; George C Sherman, of the Taggarts 
Paper Company, Felts Mills, N. Y.; H. J. Brown, of the 
Berlin Mills Company, Berlin, N. H., and one other 
gentleman. 

From the above list of names it will be noticed that with 
the exception of one new news mill all the news mills in 
the East outside of the International Paper Company were 
represented at this meeting. 

As the session was behind closed doors, and as the gen- 
tlemen who attended were evidently pledged to secrecy in 
regard to the proceedings, a detailed report of the meeting 
cannot be given. Still in view of the happenings in the 
paper industry for the past two years the inference is nat- 
ural that combination or co-operation in some form was 
the subject under discussion. This conclusion seems to be 
warranied, for the conviction in the trade is now strong 
that when two or more paper men are gathered together, 
the newly discovered bacilli of combination is always with 
‘hem. It is a germ disease. 

In assuming that the advantages to accrue from co-opera- 
tion were gone over by these manufacturers, the fact that 
similar meetings have been held recently admittedly for 
that avowed object makes the argument from analogy 
doubly strong. Taking for granted, therefore, that the 
session on Tuesday was only an adjourned meeting of the 
one held a few weeks ago, a prominent handler of news 
paper said to a representative of THE Paper TrAve JourRNAL 
in speaking of the conference: “The outside manufactur- 
ers here in the East thoroughly realize the benefits to be 
derived from working in unison. Of course, the principal 
advantage lies in the fact that they can get their own price 
for news if they will only hold together. There is now 
enough business to go around, and the condition of affairs 
will no doubt continue until next spring at least. At that 
time the product of the St. Regis Paper Company will be 
on the market. This addition of say 250 tons daily will, 
however, not be large enough to break the market. At 
present the big news mills of the country are practically 
sold ahead for the next six months. This applies to the 
International Paper Company, the Manufacturers’ Paper 
Company and W. H. Parsons & Co. By the first of 
October there will be a new product of 125 tons 
a day on the market. On or about the first of 
January this product will be increased by another 125 tons, 
making a total daily production of 250 tons. Now, I un- 


derstand that all of this paper has been contracted for. 


In disposing of it, the company making it has made some 
inroads on the trade of the other large concerns, still the 
losses have been made up by new business. There has 
simply been a shifting around of orders. The situation pe- 
ing so:favorable, it follows that the danger to the market 
lies in the smaller mills. If these can only be bound in 
some way production can be kept down to market require- 
ments, and a good price obtained for news paper.” 

Late in the afternoon when the meeting referred to 
broke up a representative of Tue Parer Trape JOURNAL 
asked the leading spirit of the gathering for a report of the 
proceedings. This could not be given out, so the gentle- 
man said. In answer to inquiries, he said: “The meeting 
held this afternoon has absolutely nothing to do with the 
alleged project of combining the individual news mills oi 
the East. In thinking so you are simply barking up the 
wrong tree. There has been as yet nothing done on that 
project, and I do not know that anything will come of it. 
The session this afternoon has been devoted to matters en- 
tirely apart from that subject. We have, of course, been 
discussing things of interest to us manufacturers of paper. 
Some of these matters have been of common interest, 
while othérs tidvé felated to say three or four of the gen- 
tlemen present. For instance, the condition of the water 
supply in the Androscoggin River has been one of the mat- 
ters gone over. That subject interests only four of the 
mills represented. Other similar subjects came up for dis- 
cussion. But there was not a word said about any future 
combination of the Eastern news mills.” 

Notwithstanding the emphatic denial of the gentleman 
above quoted, the impression is very strong in the trade 
that the meeting related in some way to the project of 
consolidating the companies. 


Fatal Explosion at a Paper Mill.

New Castie, Pa., September 10,—Through the bursting 
of a huge steam pipe at the plant of the Dilworth Paper 
Company last Saturday morning, Herman C. Johnson was 
instantly killed. The unfortunate man was at the time of 
the accident attempting to repair a leak in the pipe, which 
conveys the steam under high pressure from the boilers 
to the engines. This line passes along the mill near the 
ceiling and a scaffold had been erected for Johnson to 
reach it. Another employee was also working on the leak- 
ing pipe when it burst, but he had a miraculous escape from 
death, and only received a few slight burns from the steam. 
Johnson was kneeling down with his face to the pipe when 
a cap blew off and he received the full force of the explo- 
sion right in his face and chest. He was hurled through 
the air and struck with terrific force against a wooden beam 
fully 30 feet away. The report of the escaping steam was 
heard throughout the mill and all rushed to the scene, but 
Johnson was dead when the first reached him. His head 
had been literally split open. The skull was fractured and 
death was instantaneous. The force of the explosion broke 
a large number of the windows of the building and the en- 
tire plant was filled with the escaping steam. However, the 
damage done to the plant will not amount to a very large 
figure. Johnson was born in Sweden, but had lived in this 
city several years. He was married and resided at No. 
132 Martin street with his wife and three small children.

The Growth of the Paper Business 
in the Dominion. 


United States.and British Paper in That Market—Reor- 
ganization of the Thompson Paper Company—The 
Belgo-Canadian Pulp and Paper Company 
Begins Work on Its Plant.

The date is not yet announced, 
end of October or the first week in November. 

Yet business is good. Every newspaper in the country 
that deserves a competence is getting in a profit. The 
printer of books has developed from a man with $25,000 
capital to a firm with a couple of hundred thousand at its 
disposal. The printing and publishing business in this 
country is developing very fast. The imports of paper in 
its various forms from the United States has increased this 
year about 25 per cent., despite the fact that home produc 
tion has increased at that rate during the past four years 
There are considerable quantities of book papers com 
ing in every day from United States mills. The Eddy 
Company has imported a couple of carloads a week for 
the use of its Toronto agency, ever since the fire occurred 
in the spring. Other houses are importing as usual, but in 
larger quantities. In coated paper the increased trade 
seems to have gone to England. The English coated is not 
so satisfactory as the American, but it is cheaper. The 
preferential duty also works in favor of English coated. 
In bonds, linens and writing papers, the English papers 
are gaining ground, and so are their playing cards. 
Nevertheless, the American fancy writings and common 
grades of playing cards are still selling well. On high 
grade goods there is a tendency to go in for English 
manufactures. 

J. M. Poole, a publisher of this city, has taken an in- 
terest in the Thompson Paper Company, of Newburgh. 
Some sort of reorganization will be attempted. A new 
ccmpany has been formed by him, to be known as “The 
Consolidated Pulp and Paper Company, of Toronto,” and 
with him are associated G. W. Baker, publisher; W. C. 
McKay, solicitor, and E. L. Young, formerly traveler for 
the E. B. Eddy Company. 

The Belgo-Canadian Pulp and Paper. Company, which 
is working to the north of the big mills at Grand Mere, at 
Shawinigan Falls, has begun work on its mill. The 
water power and electric light planis have already been 
installed by the Shawinigan Water and Power Company, 
which exploited the region and which sold the paper com 


pany limits and site. The Pulp and Paper Company's 
engineer, A. C. Rice, of Worcester, Mass., has engaged 
to take the naiural conditions as they are, furnish all

plans and specifications,

opment of power, erecticn of buildings, 
ot such machinery and supplies as may be necessary to 
equip the mills to make the required product.

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DEMAND AND PRICES. 


Reports from Various Paper Markets—Signs of Reviving 
Business—Many Inquiries and More Actual Busi- 
ness—Some Mills Behind Orders. 





The tone of the market is better than it was last week. 
In regard to inquiry for paper there is a decided improve- 
ment. This is very encouraging, as the trade is now 
of the opinion that this inquiry will soon assume the 
definite shape of orders. The hot weather which lapped 
over into this week has had a depressing effect, and no 
doubt has held back some business that otherwise would 
have been placed were it not for the heat. With a little 
cooler weather considerable activity is expected. It is said 
that many large buyers are still out of town, waiting for 
a change in the weather. Some of these have evidently 
returned, as a few contracts which have been held back all 
summer have been signed this week. Large buyers are 
now at last taking the situation seriously, as they realize 
that prices will not go lower. The more independent 
stand now being taken by the manuiaciurers has no doubt 
had its effect on these gentlemen. Mill men know very 
well that the orders that have been under discussion ail 
summer must be placed soon. This has a stiffening ten- 
dency on the market. Quotations in general remain about 
the same. The feeling in regard to them is that they are a 
little firmer than they were last week. Outside of the 
slightly improved demand for paper and the prospect of 
still better business to come in a few weeks, the manu- 
facturers of paper feel forced to hold up prices for the 
following reasons: They have recently been obliged to 
pay at least 2.10c. for their renewed contracts for sulphite, 
their ground wood is still high, and the price on all their 
other raw materials has not declined. On the contrary, 
old papers are advancing and domestic rags are soon ex- 
pected to follow suit. All imported stock is firm at pres- 
ent quotations, and is apt to remain high, as the European 
market continues strong. 


Fair Business at Holyoke.

Business the past week among the mills has not been 
alarming, but the mills have managed to run along on 
fairly decent orders, when they are not compelled to shut 
down on account of low water. I am told that business 
for the first week this month does not average well with a 
like period of last month. There is a tendency in some 
quarters to delay orders, and this is attributed to the con- 
tinued hot weather. It is hoped that business will brighten 
up this week, and continue good for the rest of the year, 
but the condition of trade has generally been erratic dur- 
ing presidential campaigns, and there is no reason to be- 
lieve that the current year will be an exception. Cheaper 
grades of paper are selling fairly well, and business is said 
to be on the gain in these lines. Ferry. 





More Inquiry in Boston.

With the close of the present week September will have 
been fairly well advanced, and yet business in paper trade 
circles has not so far taken on the activity that was ex- 
pected to develop by this time. 

The only encouraging feature noted is the inquiry for 
samples and quotations, which is indicative of business to 
come. Jobbers with extended trade connections say that 
just at present the South and the Middle States are plac- 
ing better orders than are being received from the West 
or from the local market. 

Writings and flats, while very firm and steady in price, 
are not in very heavy demand. In explanation of this, a 
local jobber states that large buyers are holding off for 
lower figures, in which they will be disappointed, since 
the powers that rule the market on those grades of paper 
will not cut prices a fraction. 

Book papers are very much unsettled in this market in 
respect to prices, nor does the demand seem to enlarge 
with passing weeks, although consumption must naturally 
increase ere long if the full average is to be maintained. 
It is asserted that the troubles in China are partly respon- 
sible for the lessened demand for book papers, it being 
said that a number of orders placed by the different relig- 
ious denominations for tracts, books, &c., for their 
Chinese missions have been cancelled. Just how much 
paper in the way of religious literature went to China 
every year it may be difficult to determine, but it may be 
an item to be considered. 

That paper mills in general are not running full may be 
inferred from the paper stock market, which is as dull as 
it can be when nothipg is doing. Jmporters say-that mills 
are buying domestics, while local packers say that they are 
having no call for anything to speak of Viewing the 


market as a whole, conditions ruling in the paper business 
and its allied branches are little improved over those of 
last month.

A condition of renewed activity seems to be commenc- 
ing in this market. The mill men, as a rule, are feeling 
much encouraged over the prospect. Mills are well filled 
with orders, and buyers, though still cautious, are ordering 
in fair amounts. It is a feature of this last week’s trade 
that buyers are sending in requests for the mills to ad- 
vance their orders. This is said to be somewhat attributa- 
ble to increased demand, but more, perhaps, to the fact 
that many buyers waited until the last moment in the hope 
of a slump in prices. It is now nearing the time when they 
must have the gocds, and they are, therefore, sending in 
rush orders. here is no change in particular in prices, 
except that they seem to be a litile more firm. Book 
papers show an improved demand. ‘There is a much im- 
proved situation in this class of paper. A prominent man- 
ufacturer of book papers said last Saturday that the mills, 
so far as he knew, were running full on orders. There has 
been no meeting of book men this week, and none will be 
called so long as orders remain satisfactory. Straw board 
has improved in demand since September 1. During the 
summer the requirements of the market were less, dnd the 
mills caught up on their orders. Now, the fall demand is 
beginning, and finds the mills just about ready to begin 
on new work. The great trouble will be to get the 
straw. M. 


Philadelphia Business Better. 
{From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

PHILADELPHIA, September 11.—There has been no boom 
and the low prices of the last four weeks are now moving 
upward, but the business outlook is distinctly better this 
week than for a fortnight past. The volume of business 
has not increased much, but the number of inquiries, pre- 
saging purchases later on, has increased considerably, and 
this, too, despite the fact that money is found to be tight. 

“It is not because business generally is bad,” said a 
prominent dealer. “As I look at it, prosperity has brought 
increased prices and every merchant.has more money tied 
up in business now than hitherto. As a result, bank de- 
posits are not as large, and though the books tell the story 
of prosperity, money is not in abundance. An element to 
be considered is that prosperity has taught the people to 
spend more, and just at this time they are trying to recover 
for the larger amounts spent at the seashore and in the 
mountains.” 

A book paper manufacturer added: ‘‘And for Philadel- 
phia the outlook is distinctly good. With Stoever & Co., 
the last survivor of an old school, out of business, follow- 
ing the others, there are reasons why the Philadelphia trade 
can look forward in confidence to a particularly busy fall. 
I believe failures have stopped; the houses doing busi- 
ness now are solid, and I at least hope that the city will be 
spared the humiliation of more history of the kind THe 
Paper TRADE JOURNAL has had to print in the past.”

Some Millis Behind Orders.

AppLeton, Wis., September 10.—There is nothing par- 
ticularly new to be said about the business situation this 
week. In this case no news is good news. The tendency 
toward improvement in the demand for paper of all kinds 
that has been pointed out during the past two or three 
weeks has suffered no interruption. Some mills making 
flat papers report that they are a month or more behind 
their orders, and are straining every nerve to satisfy cus- 
tomers. Book paper continues to pick up, though the de- 
mand is still somewhat short of that of other grades, and 
not up to expectation for this time of the year. Consider- 
ing the situation from all sides the market is doing well, 
and seems to be getting better all the time. Fox River. 





Continued Improvement in Miami Valley. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDEN? | 

Dayton, Ohio, September 10.—Evidences of continued 
improvement are at hand in the general trade. Predic- 
tions of tradesmen are being fulfilled, but business has not 
been resumed to the fullest notch as yet. The Presidential 
campaign does not seem to interfere as much as was ex- 
pected, else it has progressed so slightly up to this time 
as not to be noticeable. That is probably the truth of the 
matter, for it is an admitted fact that a quadrennial dis- 
turbance is regularly expected. However, the state of 
trade has been so satisfactory the past year that the inter- 
ference from this source will be of less moment, it is 
thought, than usual. 

Machinery lines are bracing up as well, and this is a 
good indication. It is reported that water power condi- 


tions have interfered in some sections, but no serious 
complaint has been made in the Miami Valley from this 
source. The increase in business has amounted to at 
least 3 per cent. or more in the general trade of this city 
the past week in comparison with that of the previous 
year, but a larger percentage was noted in paper and paper 
stock circles. For a month past the improvement has 
been noticeable, and with all traveling men out it is now 
thought that the future is assured. 

The operation of a new manila mill in the valley has 
given an impetus to this branch here. Prices are firm and 
manilas are in good call. The resumption of a well-known 
box and novelty concern, in full blast, after a practical sus- 
pension, due to a disastrous fire, also increased the volume 
of trade locally. For months the firm has been handi- 
capped, and was compelled to surrender many orders, but 
with a new equipment it will continue to forge to the fore 
as usual. Local firms shared the luck that an ill wind 
usually brings. All novelty, bucket and box factories are 
in active operation, and the proprietors report one of the 
heaviest early fall trades within their history. Prices have 
slightly improved. Most of the other lines remain in fair 
demand, including straw and straw board, news and 
writings. The latter have shown considerable of a change 
in a week’s time. M. V. 


THE PAPER MARKETS ABROAD. 


The British Market Quiet—Raw Materials High—Pulp Rules 
High in the French Market—German Publishers 
Building Mills. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.) 

Lonpon, England, September 4.—There are yet no signs 
of any marked changes in the paper market. As a rule 
the conditions that have ruled for some weeks past are 
still in existence, and there are no new features to be 
noted. Paper makers are yet somewhat anxious over the 
market, and the fact that the price of the finished product 
does not bear a proper proportion to the cost of raw ma- 
terials. Coal continues to rule high, as do also pulps. 

There is a very limited business in chemical fibres, with 
no changes in values. The mechanical pulp market is un- 
settled, and there is practically no business being done. 
Prices are nominal at £6 10s. for dry, and £3 2s. 6d. for 
1901 .delivery.. Reports from.Norway .state--that heavy 
rains have fallen there, and this of course has encouraged 
consumers to be more tenacious of their ideas. 

The market for heavy chemicals continues quiet, but 
prices are fairly well maintained. Ammonia alkali, 58 per 
cent., is on offer at £4 5s. to £4 10s. per ton on rails. 
Caustic soda is in demand at firm values, and bleaching 
powder is quoted from £6 to £6 5s. per ton soft wood on 
rails. Soda crystals stand at £3 f. o. b. Tyne. In foreign 
chemicals there is a good demand for bleaching powder 
for this year’s delivery at £6 for 35—37 per cent., casks 
f. o. b. Rotterdam. 

A report from the French market states that for chemical 
wood pulp prices are excessively firm. The market for 
mechanical] is strongly in favor of sellers, but relatively 
quiet, and the high prices ruling do not tempt consumers 
to go beyond their present requirements. A _ reduction, 
however, of 1 or 2 francs is made for delivery not earlier 
than May, 1gor. 

The division between the news paper consumer and 
manufacturer in Germany continues, and some publishers 
are going ahead with the erection of paper mills. The 
manufacturers, however, do not appear to be worried, 
claiming that the publisher will find that he cannot make 
news as cheap as he can purchase it in the market.

Liverpool Chemical Market. 

In their letter this week J. P. Brunner & Co., of Liver- 
pool, speak of the Liverpool market for heavy chemicals 
as follows: 

“The chemical market is rather featureless and there is 
not much doing so far as new business is concerned. Man- 
ufacturers are at present declining to quote for deliveries 


_ beyond the end of this year, but in the course of next month 


will probably be prepared to deal with business over 1901. 
Soda ash is in moderate supply, while quotations are un- 
changed. We quote spot range for tierces about as fol- 
lows: Leblanc ash, 48 per cent., £5 to £5 5s. per ton; 58 per 
cent., £5 105, to £5 15s. per ton, net cash. Ammonia ash, 48 
per cent., £4 5s. to £4 10s. per ton; 58 per cent., £4 I0s. to 
£4 15s. per ton, net cash; bags, 5s. per ton under price for 
tierces. Soda crystals find a ready outlet at 43 2s. 6d. per 
ton, less 5 per cent. for barrels, or 7s. less for bags; with 
special quotations for a few favored markets. Caustic soda 
is steadily maintained, but demand is only moderate. We 
quote spot values as follows: 60 per cent., £9 5s.; 70 per 
cent., £10 5s.; 74 per cent., £10 15s. to £10 17s. 6d.; 76 
per cent. £11 5s. to £11 os. per ton, net cash. Bleaching 
powder neglected, and hardwood is nominally quoted at 
about £6 to £6 10s. per ton, net cash, as to market.”

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A NEW BOOK PAPER MILL. 


The Plant of the Oxford Paper Company at Rumford Falls, 
Me.—It Will Make Book Paper and Soda 
and Sulphite Fibre. 





There is printed herewith a photograph of a model of the 
new plant of the Oxford Paper Company that is now in 
course of construction at Rumford Falls, Me. This model 
is now on exhibition at the offices of Tower & Wallace, the 
well-known paper mill architects, who designed the plant. 
The model, which is accurate in all details, is made of pa- 
per on a scale of 1-16 of an inch to the foot, and is prob- 
ably the first model of a projected mill ever made. It is 
a decidedly interesting exhibit, and members of the trade 
are invited to inspect it at the offices of Tower & Wallace, 
309 Broadway, New York. 

The mill is considered a model, and much thought and 
study have been given to have it thoroughly up to date in 
every respect. It will be located on a site that is 900 by 
1,000 feet in extent, and will consist of a soda fibre, a sul- 
phite fibre and paper plants. 

The soda and sulphite plants are parallel to each other 
and back up against the Portland and Rumford Falls Rail- 
road, the steam plant being located between them at a 
point nearest to the greatest steam consumption. In front 
of these plants is a long building containing the beating 
and draining departments and the water power plant, while 
extending at right angles from this building are the two 
machine rooms. Each of these in turn connects with the 
great finishing and shipping building, which runs at right 
angles to the machine rooms and extends half way across 
the entire property. 

The soda plant is made up of a number of departments. 
The digester room is 130 by 32 feet, and contains seven 





402 feet long. In the basement is the water power for the 
calenders and cutters, as well as storage for finished stock, 
which will be shipped direct from that floor, while the 
main floor will be occupied by the calenders and cutters. 

The water power is broken up in sections for the use of 
different departments, so that each department can be 
operated independently of all the others. The water wheels 
will be furnished by the Holyoke Machine Company. 

The buildings are all of brick, of slow burning con- 
struction; the roofs are mostly of gravel, and the floors 
in the main portion of the mill will be of concrete and 
steel mesh construction. 

The mill will have a daily capacity of 90 tons of paper, 
of from 70 to 80 tons of soda fibre, and of from 120 to 
140 tons of sulphite fibre. All the soda fibre will be used 
in the mill, but only about 30 tons of sulphite will be 
turned into paper, the rest being sold on the market. It 
is hoped that the mill will be ready for operation by Feb- 
ruary I, 191. 


The Thilmany Mills at Kaukauna. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

AppLeton, Wis., September 10.—When the repairs and 
improvements are completed that are now being made to 
the establishment of the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, at Kaukauna, the mills will be practically new in all 
respects. All the mill buildings were originally built of 
stone, but the inside work was all of wood and subject to 
decay. Some time ago the company made preparations for 
replacing almost the entire interior fittings of the buildings. 
This work is now nearly completed. For a week past all the 
paper machines have been shut down and not a pound of 
paper has been made. Up to that time two of the ma- 
chines were kept in operation. The shutdown will last but 
a few days longer, when it will be possible to start two or 
three of the machines again. All the timber work in the

digesters, each 9 by 40 feet, with’a capacity of from 70 to 
So tons a day. The reclaiming room is 66 by 96 feet, the 
evaporating room 58 by 66 feet, the blow tank and soda 
washing. room 130 by 40 feet, while the bleaching and 
screening building is 213 feet 6 inches by 68 feet, the lower 
tloor being used for bleaching and the upper for screening. 

The sulphite acid plant contains a digester room 99 by 
40 feet, in which are located three digesters, each 16 by 66 
feet, designed for a capacity of from 120 to 140 tons a 
day. The acid making, sulphur storage and acid storage 
room is 130 by 99 feet, while the blow pit room is 55 by 99 
‘eet. The chemical storage building is 97 by 50 feet, and 
the bleached liquor making building is 131 by 50 feet. For 
the present bleaching powder will be used as the bleaching 
agent, but the construction is such as to provide for the 
use of an electrolytic process at a later date. 

The steam boiler house is 200 by 51 feet, and, as stated, 
is situated between the sulphite and soda plants. It will 
contain eight Sterling boilers, each of 500 horse power. 

The building in which the heating department will be 
located is 330 by 75 feet, and is two ‘and a half stories in 
some parts, and three stories in others. In the basement 
will be located the 3,500 horse power water power plant, 
the beating and Marshall engines will be on the main 
floor, while the clay mixing and sizing departments will 
be above the beating floor. The storage for stock will 
be above the beater floor, so that stock can be furnished 
to the beaters by gravity. The beater room will be con- 
necied with the wet machine room and the pulp screen- 
ing room by means of stairways, and also by towers con- 
taining elevators. 

Each machine room is 70 feet wide and 216 feet long. 
One will contain a 126-inch and a 147-inch Fourdriniers, 
the order for which has been placed with the Rice, Bar- 
ton & Fales Machines and Iron Company, of Worcester, 
Mass. Thé other wil’ contain two 137-inch Fourdriniers, 
the contracts for which have not yet been awarded. 

The finishing and shipping building is 70 feet wide and 


flumes, tail race and about the buildings has been taken out 
and replaced by stone, brick and steel. All floors have 
been newly laid and all roof rafters and ceiling replaced. 
New steel and brick machine tracks have been constructed 
for two of the machines. One new tissue machine is to be 
added, which will make five machines in the mill. A por- 
tion of it has arrived and is now being set up. One new 
warehouse has lately been completed and another is now 
being built which will be connected with the mill by an 
elevated bridge. The boiler house is being enlarged for the 
reception of two new boilers, and a 450 horse power steam 
engine is being set up. The 15-ton 10-foot dryer of one of 
the tissue machines has been taken out and is to be shipped 
to Beloit to receive a new head, where a crack has de- 
veloped.

Miami Book Paper Conditions Improved. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, September 10.—About the same condi- 
tions prevail in the book market as were reported last week. 
The market is stronger than usual and has improved won- 
derfully in a short time. The reaction expected after a 
summer of striking dullness is at hand, and with the ad- 
vancement of each week changes of a material character 
are noted, 

The dealers are exhibiting a more friendly feeling and 
furthermore have substantial reasons for placing good sized 
orders. All of the mills are operating on a corpulent lot 
of orders and the prospects for a steady improvement were 
never better. There is nothing to indicate this week that 
the Western Book Paper Manufacturers’ Association will 
convene this summer again. However, a meeting may be 
called to wind up the affairs of the association, but it will 
be a sort of a jollification or a reunion. The impression 
prevails here that the State of Ohio secured its papers at a 
low figure. The Buckeye State has had some lively mix-ups 
in the matter of State contracts, but it is believed that none 
will be met this year. M. V. 


New York JOTTINGS. 


The Union Waxed and Parchment Paper Company, 
the headquarters of which are in the Broadway Chambers, 
is said to be full of business. At present only three mills 
have been taken into the company. The delay in ab- 
sorbing the other three which are going in is attributed 
to the existence of certain small legal tangles in the plan 
of admission agreed upon. These are now being straight- 
ened out, so the announcement that the company is now 
complete is looked for in the near future. 


Lhe reopenifig of the public schools, which brings peo- 
ple back to town, has more effect on the paper business 
than most people think, says a prominent jobber. In 
his opinion the retail stationers are first to feel the change. 
Then come the grocers, butchers, bakers, et al. After a 
few weeks all these consumers of paper are forced to buy 
more stock. When this siage of the game is reached the 
jobbers themselves begin to think seriously of placing 
iarger contracts with the mills. But as it takes money to 
keep things going the success of the whole arrangement de- 
pends on everybody in turn paying his bill. This essential 
has been generally neglected, so it is said. Hence the 
complaint about poor collections. The root of the evil on 
this score is the fact that a great many people went away 
for the summer without first paying their bills.

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STRAW SUPPLY AMPLE. 


Stocks from Kentucky, Illinois and Ohio—High Freight 
Rates—Manufacturers Putting in Supplies— 
Farmers Have Not Combined. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, September 10.—The scarcity of straw 
is no longer a problem in this vicinity. Kentucky, Illinois 
and parts of Ohio are furnishing all of the straw needed by 
board and paper plants, and there is no prospect of a 
scarcity from this date. However, the freight rates have 
cut such a figure that it is doubtful whether the manufac- 
turers will make much money until prices are considerably 
advanced. True, there have been advances in some sec- 
tions where the associations have come to an understand- 
ing. Among the first to take advantage of the scarcity of 
the raw product was the big straw board combine. The 
writer is informed that the American Straw Board Com- 
pany is receiving thirty carloads of straw per day from 
neighboring counties in Kentucky, and from the northern 
section of Ohio. All of this product is stored in Dayton 
and Circleville, and it requires great warehouses for the 
purpose as this amount received daily soon counts up. 
The freight rates are high, ’tis asserted, and the enormous 
amount of money paid out to the railroads by a corpora- 
tion of this kind may easily be figured. It is something 
that makes the average manufacturer shrink back in terror 
of meeting competition. However, it is learned that some 
concessions have been obtained from the railroads, and 
that from this date lower rates will prevail, in which event 
the shipments of straw will increase. All of the straw is 
baled carefully, and the work of transporting it to the rail- 
way stations and of baling it properly for shipment re- 
quires plenty of labor, and results in a large expense. 
Those who understand the situation say that the recent ad- 
vances made were actually necessary, and that otherwise 
the business would have met with severe disappointments. 


It would naturally be thought, in view of the short crop 
of wheat, rye and oats in this and surrounding States, that 
the farmers would form combinations, and put up the 
price of the raw product. But the agriculturists are unfor- 
tunate in respect to the formation of associations for their 
own benefit, lacking the facilities of resourceful manufac- 
turers, and the price is surprisingly low. At least there 
has been no increase, and the greatest expense comes from 
shipments from field to mill. 

It is manifest that all of the straw board and straw paper 
plants are at present laying in their supplies for the winter 
and early spring. M. V. 


New Pulp Mill at St. John. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

St. Joun, New Brunswick, September 7.—The Lancaster 
Pulp and Paper Company, which was incorporated by a 
special act at the last session of the Legislature, has se- 
cured the Knight property at Musquash, about 15 miles 
from this city. The property consists of some 36,000 acres 
of land owned in fee simple and 9,000 acres of land held 
under license having eighteen years to run. The property 
controls ten large lakes and other water privileges. The 
water supply is said to be perpetual, having a very firm 
reservoir capacity capable of development at a very low 
cost. The growth of timber has been stated by experts to 
be the finest in quality. One of the company’s promoters 
claims that the annual growth of timber on the property 
will equal nearly 30,000 cords, and that on account of the 
numerous drivable streams in all directions the pulp wood 
can be delivered at the mills for about $1.50 per cord. The 
site of the proposed pulp mill immediately adjoins the saw 
mill of J. & B. L. Knight. Being so near the winter port of 
Canada, the mill will have great advantages in receiving 
supplies and in making shipments at all seasons. B. F. 
Pearson, of Halifax, one of the best known business pro- 
moters in Eastern Canada, is interested in the project, as 
is also Chas. Burrill, Weymouth Bridge, Nova Scotia. It 






is expected that work on the construction of a pulp mill 


will be begun very shortly. N. S. 
Paper Making in Roumania, 
The Roumanian paper trade, points out the Papier 


Zeitung, is entirely dependent upon the assistance it re- 
ceives from the Government, not only in the way of an 
import duty, but also in Government orders at high prices. 

At the present time there are four paper mills and two 
board mills in Roumania. The principal manufacturers 
are C. F. & S. Schiel, in Basteni, with two machines of 
144 and 212 centimetres working width. A third machine 
of 120 centimetres was found to be of too antiquated con- 
struction, and therefore put aside in 1897. The mill pos- 
sesses also all the necessary supplementary machinery for 
the manufacture of the most common straw to the best 
writing papers. The water power is 700 horse power, and 
a reserve steam engine is 260. There are 355 workpeople, 
295 men and 60 women, of whom 245 are Roumanians. 
The remainder is composed of Germans, Hungarians, 
Poles, Italians and Zechs. 

The paper mills at Letea, near Bacau, last year put up 
a second paper machine. It is principally Government 
work which occupies this mill. It makes exclusively writ- 
ing and printing papers. The remainder are packing pa- 
pers and mill boards. 

The Campulung Paper Mill, belonging to the Sufan 
Ionnide, in Bucharest, has only one paper machine, and 
produces printing and writing papers and posters. 

The mill at Scaeni, near Plojesti, under the firm A 
Thennen, produces principally straw wrapping paper. 

There is not much done at the board factories, one of 
which is for sale. 

The position of the paper trade last year was unsatis- 
factory. In some sorts, as printings and better class pack- 
ings, there is over production, so that prices have gone 
down considerably.

A former 
United States consul at Chihuahua is the promoter. The 
undertaking includes the construction of a dam in the 
river between the cities of Pera! and Chihuahua. This dam 
is to be 250 feet wide and 150 feet high, and it will form a 
lake in.the valley 15 miles long, with an extreme width 
of 3% miles. The electric energy generated will be trans- 
mitted to Peral, 40 miles, and to Chihuahua, 80 miles, dis- 
tant. The system is to be so planned that connecting 
cables can be run from the main line in any direction, 
and whatever amount of power desired can be furnished 
at a reasonable cost. From 6,000 to 10,000 horse power 
has already been contracted for in the two cities directly 
interested.

New England Streams Falling—Signs of a Dry Season— 
Restriction in Force—Western Conditions 


Unchanged.

The water in the Connecticut River is as low at the 
present time as at any time within the memory of the old- 
est manufacturer. There have been periods, perhaps, when 
for a very short time the water has gone below its present 
height, but not for long. Restrictions are on all of the 
mills allowing them to use but the indentured quantity of 
water, and all of the mills were compelled to shut down 
Saturday afternoon on account of low water. The dam 
had ‘filled up fairly well during yesterday, so that the mills 
started up this morning, but there is not enough water to 
carry them through the week unless heavy rains fall. In 
western Massachusetts the conditions are becoming really 
alarming, and while it is not desired to cause an undue 
scare, it is safe to say that manufacturers regard the con- 
ditions as serious. Unless there is a considerably quantity 
of rain within a short time serious results will follow this 
winter, and perhaps Holyoke mills will be compelled: to 
shut down more or less. The mills outside of this city are 
pretty generally equipped with steam plants, and these 
are. being depended upon almost wholly at the present time, 
and must be used for some weeks to come without a gener- 
ous fall of rain. Ferry.

New England Very Dry.

Boston. September 11, 1900. 


Another week has passed, and still no rain. While the 
large rivers of Maine carry a good flow of water, the 
smaller streams are very low. The big forest fires of the 
State bear evidence of the long dry season, and, owing to 
the parched condition of vegetation, and the possibility of 
new fires by chance sparks in hunters’ camps, the fish and 
game commissioners of Maine have ordered that no more 
licenses for September hunting be issued until the severe 
drought is broken. In Vermont and New Hampshire the 
drought is just as severe, and all of the streams are very 


low, some of them lower than last summer. The mills on 
the Merrimac River are now closing down their machines 
at 6 p. m. Lake Winnipiseogee is unusually low, and 
Newfound Lake is even lower than last week, when the 
mills dependent upon that supply were only able to run 
part time. Conditions in Massachusetts and Connecticut 
are just as bad in the way of water, and the textile mills 
of Rhode Island have closed down for the want of power 
to keep the wheels going. It will take more than a sum- 
mer shower to save New England from a water famine and 
the paper manufacturers from trouble. DELESDERNIER. 





Miami Valley Rivers Drying Up. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


Dayton, Ohio, September 10.—Miami Valley rivers are 
mere skeletons. They appear to be drying up and water 
power conditions are more limited now than at any pre- 
vious time this summer. © Rais have been promised by the 
prognosticators and the weather has been unduly threaten- 
ing, but no hard precipitations have been experienced for a 
fortnight. Even the driving rains that fell seemed to have 
only small effect upon the dry soil and the rivers assumed 
but little life. The Miami and Mad Rivers at some points 
are very narrow.

Wisconsin’s Supply of Water. 


(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

App_Leton, Wis.; September 10.—Water power condi- 
tions in the Fox and Wisconsin river valleys remain un- 
changed. Twenty-five per cent. of the regular flow of the 
river is being used on the Fox, and on the Wisconsin, 
there is more than a normal flow to be had. There have 
been one or two very heavy rains since last report, de- 
positing 2 or 3 inches of water and adding a new lease of 
life to the Fox River power. With 25 per cent. of water 
it is possible to make quite a little ground wood pulp at 
points favorably situated, while mills at other points are 
unable to run at all. At Kimberly, Little Chute, Com- 


bined Locks and Kaukauna quite a fair proportion of regu- 
lar product can be made. The pulp mill of the Thilmany 
Pulp and Paper Mills, during the shutdown of the paper 
mill for repairs, has been piling up product and now has 
about 10,000 bundles in stock. The pulp mill of the Union 
Bag and Paper Company has been running industriously, 
and as a result, helped out by some receipts from else- 
where, fifteen or twenty carloads are piled up outside the 
mill for which there is no inside stowage available. Not- 
withstanding these facts, there is very little pulp for sale,

One of the most unique and successful experiments in 
philanthropic work is that carried on under the super- 
vision of Major J. Bovill, of the Chicago Department of 
the Salvation Army. 

At the corner of May and West Harrison streets the 
organization has a completely equipped plant for the col- 
lection and sorting of all kinds of junk, rags and paper 
stock. Here are extensive warerooms where sorters, 
skilled and unskilled, arrange the stuff that nine teams 
bring in. Two baling presses for paper stock are kepi 
busy all through working hours. This institution has been 
in existence three years, and has been a great success. 
Men in hard luck can go to Major Bovill and be assured 
that he will furnish them work to do to earn their board and 
lodging until such a time as they can secure permanent 
salaried positions. The men who come applying for food 
and lodging are, if able, sent out with the regular men on 
the wagons to collect stock, or if the wagons are provided 
with extra men or the applicant is in any way incapable, 
he is set at work in the sorting rooms, and taught to sort 
paper and rags. The plant has extensive dining and 
sleeping rooms, warehouses, kitchens, &c., and is self sup- 
porting. It is in charge of Major Bovill, whose office is 
at the Salvation Army headquarters, at 84 Adams street. 
The stock has formerly been sold to the regular paper 
stock companies, but it is hoped this year to sell a part of 
the product direct to the mills. M.

WILSON GRAVITY FILTER 
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PAPER MAKING IN COREA. 


A Complete Collection of Samples Presented to the British 
Paper Trade—The Processes in Use—Some Curious 
Methods of Manufacture. 


It is well known that Sir John Brunner, Bart., M. P., 
takes a very active interest in the promotion of technical 
education, and also in the establishment of museums 
likely to benefit workers connected with various indus- 
tries, says the World’s Paper Trade Review. Through 
the generosity of Sir John, who was one of the speakers 
at the last annual dinner held by the Paper Makers’ Asso- 
ciation, the paper trade has had the opportunity of se- 
curing a very unique collection of Corean paper and 
paper making materials. At the function referred to, Sir 
John Brunner remarked that he would be pleased to con- 
tribute the many different qualities of Corean paper, &c., 
his firm had received, provided a museum was found for 
them. It appears that Mr. Glendinning, a representative 
of Brunner, Mond & Co., Limited, has spent considerable 
time in Corea, studying the native methods of manufac- 
turing paper with a view to opening up a trade in alkalies. 
J. N. Jordan, the British consul in that country, states 
that by the courtesy of Mr. Glendinning, he is enabled to 
give a concise account by an expert of the methods of 
making paper in practice among the Coreans. This in- 
dustry is carried on in the four provinces of Chung Chong 
Do, Chulla Do, Kyeng Sang Do and Kyeng Ki Do, com- 
prising in all some sixteen districts, many of which Mr. 
Glendinning visited, and the following report is in his 
own words: 

“The only material, other than old paper, used for the 
making of Corean paper is the bark of the shrub which 
the Coreans call “Tak,’ and the botanical name of which 
is the Broussonetia Papyrifera Vent. The principal seat 
of manufacture is the province of Chulla, but it is made 
more or less in all the other provinces, except, perhaps. 
the most northern. The tak shrub is cultivated in the 
upper parts of the valleys, where rice can no longer be 
grown, on hilly and stony ground, and as the industry is 


for the most. part carried on where the plant grows, the 
paper making villages are difficult of access. The stems of 
the tak plant are long and straight, and when ready for 
cutting, about 6 feet high. The shrub is cut down to the 
ground every October, and is ready for cutting again at 
the same time next year. 

“The cut stems are tied into bundles and softened by 
steaming, so that the bark is afterward easily removed by 
hand. The outer black bark has next to be removed, for it 
is only the white inner bark which can be used for anything 
but the very commonest paper. This operation is per- 
formed while the bark is wet, by pulling it along under the 
blade of a kind of blunt knife, and afterward removing the 
piece of outer bark still adhering by hand-picking, with 
more or less care according to the quality of the paper it 
is intended to make. The white bark so prepared is now 
ready for the various operations of paper making. 

“Tt is first boiled with lye, which disintegrates the fibres, 
then thoroughly washed in running water, beaten vigorously 
and repeatedly with heavy wooden clubs, and thoroughly 
washed after.each beating, until the fibres are entirely 
broken up, and the resulting pulp is then ready for the paper 
making tub.. The paper making tub in almost universal use 
consists of a square box of rough wooden boards, 7 feet 4 
inches square, by 2 feet 2 inches deep. Two sets of men 
work at each tub. The tub is filled with clean water, into 
which the pulp is put and thoroughly mixed up with the 
water by whipping or swishing with thin canes until the 
emulsion is absolutely homogeneous. 

“The size is next added. This consists of a kind of thin 
gum obtained from the stem, leaves and roots, but especially 
the roots of a plant called in_Corean ‘Takpul’ and known 
botanically as the Hibiscus Manihot. This plant is trodden 
in wooden troughs with water, and the extract, filtered 
through a cloth, is the size which is besc adapted for this 
industry, althougH when the takpul cannot be obtained, the 
leaves and stems of a creeper called ‘Kam-ou-ter’ are used, 
but this yields a size greatly inferior to that obtained from 
the takpul. 

“The apparatus for forming the sheets of paper from the 
sized emulsion of fibres in the tub consists of a very fine 
bamboo sereen or-blind, which rests on a slight framework 


of wood. Before dipping it into the tub, the workman places 
on the screen a rectangle of wood, which rests on the edges 
of the screen and forms low walls, sufficient to contain a 
little of the emulsion, and to keep it on the sieve long 
enough for him to give the required spreading shakes. This 
apparatus, consisting of support, sieve, and walls, is held 
together by the workman, and dipped beneath the surface of 
the emulsion in the tub. He takes up a certain quantity on 
the sieve, gives it a spreading motion while the water is run- 
ning off, and repeats the process as often as may be neces- 
sary, then takes away the wooden sides, removes the sieve 
from the support, and places it, together with the adhering 
film of paper, face downward on a heap of sheets already 
made in the same way, having first laid a length of straw 
of grass along one end of the heap, to facilitate the subse- 
quent separation of the sheets. Then he rolls the sieve once 
with a wooden roller, which serves to make the film of 
paper adhere to the heap, so that the sieve is taken up clean 
and ready for another operation. The heaps of super-im- 
posed paper arepressed over night in a rough press between 
boards weighted by stones hung on the end of the tree 
trunk which serves as a lever, and in the morning are sep- 
arated and dried by natural or artificial heat, according to 
circumstances. While still slightly damp, several sheets are 
put together and beaten either with a wooden mallet, or 
with the apparatus in general use in Chulla Do, the principle 
of which is exactly the same as that of the water 
power rice hulling machines of Corea, except that the 
paper hammer is never worked by water power, but by men 
and women alternately stepping on and off the end of the 
lever furthest removed from the hammer, by which the ham- 
mer is alternately raised and depressed, and very powerful 
blows are given, the beater being a most ponderous affair, 
and requiring the combined dead weight of ten or twelve 
persons to raise it. The anvil on which the hammer works 
is always a block of stone with a smooth surface, the block 
sunk in the earth, so that its surface is level with the sur- 
face of the ground. The sheets of paper are moved about 
by a man while the hammer is in motion, so that every part 
of the sheet is subjected to the treatment, and an excellent 
smooth surface is obtained. The paper is now ready for

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UNION BAG OFFICERS MEET. 


The Meeting Private—Speculation as to the Outcome of 
the Paper Bag Competition—Interest Shown 
in New Machines. 


The recent visit to New York of all the officials of the 
Union Bag and Paper Company has started afresh the old 
rumors about a bag war, which is down on the calendar as 
one of the certainties of the future. This time President 
Fisher and his fellow officials kept their presence in the city 
secret. It is even said that the meetings which they held 
were not in New York, but at some secluded spot outside 
that metropolis. These alleged facts are assigned as the 
reason for the revival of the talk about a coming conflict 
of the big interests in the bag business. 

One version of the story in connection with the visit of 
the Union Company’s officials is to the effect that these 
gentlemen came East to personally inspect some new bag 
making machines from which great things are expected. 
It is, at least, known that the Union Bag and Paper Com- 
pany is desirous of knowing all about a new patented 
machine which is able to turn out first-class raw material 
at about one-half the price now being paid for ground 
wood and sulphite. The acquisition of such a new device, 
it is admitted, would give the Union a great advantage 
over its young competitor, the Continental Paper Bag 
Company, when the war begins. The fact that the Union 
has interested itself in the machine referred to lends color 
to the general statement that its officials are on the look- 
out for everything new in the machinery line which can 
be of service in reducing the cost of production. On this 
point the impression is strong in the trade that the Con- 
tinental Paper Bag Company will be able to put bags 
on the market considerably under the present cost to 
the Union. This it is claimed the Continental can do, 
as its bags are now being made under the same roof which 
covers a mammoth ground wood, sulphite and manila 
plant. To offset the advantage of its favorable situation is 
said to be the constant study of President Fisher and his 


associates. As it is reputed to have been devising 
ways and means on this score for some time, it is now 
confidently asserted that the Union has something new up 
its sleeve and that discomfort will come to the outsiders 
a little later on. 

The completion last week of the new factory of the Con- 
tinental Paper Bag Company at Rumford Falls, Me., has 
lent additional credence to the rumors now afloat. It is 
not expected that the Continental will turn out its full ca- 
pacity at present. Rather the policy of adjusting produc- 
tion to market requirements seems more likely to be adopt- 
ed. But as the Continental will have to make its own 
market, and this largely by taking away business from the 
Union, why the trouble is looked for in the bag industry 
just as soon as some inroads are made in the business of 
the Union. 





OBITUARY. 





Joun S. Post. 


John S. Post died at his residence, 170 Pleasant street, 
Holyoke, Mass., August 28. Funeral services took place 
Thursday afternoon, August 30, the interment being in the 
family lot at Forestdale Cemetery. 

John S. Post was born in’ Hebron, Conn., in 1823, and 
would have been seventy-seven years of age had he lived 
until October. He started his career as a paper maker 
when quite a young man in the mills located at North 
Manchester and Burnside, Conn. He was employed for 
several years in the early sixties by the Agawam Paper 
Company, Mittineague, Mass., as foreman of the finishing 
room. He was for a short time in the employ of the 
Carew Manufacturing Company, of South Hadley Falls, 
Mass., but left there early in 1865 to enter the employ of 
the Whiting Paper-Company, of Holyoke, Mass. In 1866 
he entered the employ of the Hampden Paper Company, 
of. Holyoke, then operated by the Messrs. Newton. This 
mill oceupied the site of the present Crocker Manufacturing 
Company’s mills, and was destroyed by fire in March, 
1870. Soon after the burning of this mill he entered the 





employ of the Parsons Paper Company as foreman of the 
finishing department of the No. 1 mill, where he remained 


for twenty-seven years. He retired from active work some 
two years ago. Many of the successful paper mill super- 
intendents worked for him in their younger days. He was 
a man of strict integrity and had many friends. He was 
a member of Mount Tom Lodge of Masons and the Sec- 
ond Congregational Church, of Holyoke. 





SumMNER S. Brown. 

Sumner S. Brown, eighty-nine, died yesterday after- 
noon at his home on Lillian street, Springfield, Mass., 
after a short illness. He was born in Willimansett, then 
a part of the town of Springfield, December 31, 1810. He 
learned the paper making trade at the old Ames place, 
now the Belcher & Taylor manufactory, in Chicopee 
Falls, and for a time he was in partnership with Mr. Dex- 
ter in the paper business at Windsor Locks. From Wind- 
sor Locks he went to Augusta, Ga., and thence to Bath, 
S. C., being engaged in the trade for short periods in both 
these places. Returning North he went to Springfield 
about forty years ago, and had since lived in retirement.

James Mix, father of James T. Mix, the Western rep- 
resentative of the International Paper Company, died on 
Sunday morning, September 2, at his residence in Chicago. 
Mr. Mix was an old and prominent citizen of Illinois and 
Chicago. He was eighty years of age at the time of his 
death.

He led a very active and successful life, 
and. founded the towns of Momence, Paxton and Loda, III.

Several times during this year we have printed some 
facts regarding what we termed the subscription boom of 
Tue Paper Trape Journar. It has passed the “boom” 
stage, and its growth is substantial and continuous from 
month to month, 

As previously stated, during the last four months of 1899 
more new subscribers were added to the already large list 
of Tue Parer Trave JourNnat than during any recent pe- 
riod of five years, and during the first four months of this 
year the growth steadily continued. During May, June and 
July it has been unabated.

Under the new management all free copies of every kind 
have been long since discontinued, and delinquent sub- 
scribers who failed to pay were cut off, so that the circula- 
tion is now on an absolutely bona fide paid basis; yet the 
regular weekly edition of THe Paper Trape JourNAL is 
larger now than ever before in its history. 

Cash receipts tell the story. “Money talks,” and in this 
connection we will add that the cash subscription receipts 
of Tue Paper Trape Journat for the first four months 
and the second four months of 1990 and for that entire 
period of eight months were more than 50 per cent. greater 
than the corresponding period of 1899; and, no doubt, four 
times as large as that of any other publication in its field.

Will They Act in Unison? 

For some time the Eastern manufacturers of news paper 
have been considering the project of following the exam- 
ple of the Wisconsin mills in putting all their product 
in the hands of a central selling agency, to be organized 
and controlled by themselves, and it is suspected that a 
further discussion of the proposition was had at a meeting 
held in New York this week, notwithstanding that it is 
sturdily denied that such is the fact. 

The benefits of such a plan are evident theoretically, but 
the General Paper Company has hardly been in operation 
long enough to make a practical demonstration of them. 
It is, however, felt that with the International Paper Com- 
pany controlling the major portion of the entire output 
of news, and the General Paper Company controlling that 
of the West, it behooves the outside mills, located almost 
wholly in the East, to stir themselves in order to meet tne 
new conditions created and to successfully combat the 
arguments presented by these organizations. 

It would not be surprising if an Eastern organization 
was effected. It is in the natural order of things. It will 
also be logical for the combinations themselves to com- 
bine after the preliminary organizations are formed. 


Conditions of Trade. 

As yet the paper market is not characterized by activity. 
In fact, for the most part it is quiet, and orders are not 
being placed in abundance. Jobbers are not as busy as they 
might be, but mills are having a very fair call for their 
product, and, in fact, some of them report that they are 
now behind their orders. 

There are signs, however, that everybody is preparing for 
more active business. Inquiries are more numerous, and 
representatives of city houses who are going the rounds 
of the consumers of paper report that more interest is be- 
ing shown in the situation and that there is a decided in- 
crease in the number of requests for samples, prices, &c. 
In the West there is also an improvement reported in the 
demand for product. 

These are all the preliminary symptoms of fall business, 
and so far as both manufacturers and dealers are con- 
cerned the actual active demand cannot start in too soon. 
There is a feeling that business, when it does come, will 
be in good volume and the fact that there is that confidence 
is a great part of the battle won. ; 

Prices, of course, have not yet lifted. It is not expected 
that they would, but when the demand quickens prices will 
take care of themselves naturally, being materially as- 
sisted by the conservative course which manufacturers 


adopted during the summer months by which output was 
reduced. The benefit of this withholding of product will 
be substantially realized as the year grows older. 


According to Bradstreet’s index figures of the prices 
of staples, values in August tended to a lower level, 
although, owing to a few notable advances, the net change 
for the month was slight, the index figure 86,581 for Sep- 
tember 1, being only a fraction of 1 per cent. lower 
than the itidex figure for August 1, 86,713. During the 
month anthracite coal advanced, hemp, jute, caustic soda 
and paper declined, and bituminous coal, rosin, spruce and 
hemlock timber and alum remained stationary. As com- 
pared with Sepiember 1, 1809, jute, bituminous coal, rosin, 
alum, caustic soda and paper advanced, while hemp, an- 
thracite coal and spruce timber declined, there being no 
change in hemlock timber. Of the total number of 107 
commodities listed, 55 were slightly higher than a year 
ago, 41 were lower and 8 remained unchanged. 


Notwithstanding the fact that there is the constant 
cry of’ overproduction, new mills are being projected all 
the time, and scarcely a week goes by without an an- 
nouncement as to a newly organized mill company. Some 
of these, for various reasons, do not become active fac- 
tors in trade, but many of them do. The total paper prod- 
uct of the United States is each year increased, the mills 
that are abandoned and dismantled being more than re- 
placed by new and larger plants. The tendency is and has 
been for some time to mills capable of a large daily out- 
put, so that the manufacturing cost is reduced to a mini- 
mum. Several of these mills in various lines are now al- 
most ready to enter the field, and their goods will un- 
doubtedly be absorbed by the increasing demand in the 
market. 





The completion of the flax fibre mill of the French- 
Hickman Company at Niagara Falls, N. Y., has been de- 
layed by the death of Stanton Day, the constructing en- 
gineer. At a meeting held this week a new impetus was 
given to the work, and the company promises that it will 
shortly be supplying the new stock for paper makers’ use. 
In the West several people are working on’ plans for the 
construction of mills for the production of flax fibre pulp, 
and if they all succeed there ought to be an abundance 
of the fibre for the use of the trade. 


According to the statement of those in control of the 
McEwan patent, this is the last week of grace for those 
mills which are manufaciuring news board without a 
license under that patent. It is stated that if these un- 
licensed manufacturers do not step up to headquarters 
and make their peace they are likely to become defendants 
in suits which will be brought to collect damages for in- 
fringement. If this should prove to be the last week cf 
grace, there should soon be trouble brewing in the news 
board line. 


The woes of those paper makers who use straw as their 
raw material are about over so far as the supply of that 
article is concerned. For some time there has been a 
marked scarcity of straw, but it is now reported that sup- 
plies of it are coming forward in a satisfactory way. It is 
not as cheap as is desired, however, the high freights on 
it cutting a hole in the paper makers’ profits, a fact which 
is realized the more on the present scale of prices. 


Rumors of a combination among the book paper men have 
been revived again, and while none of the leading mem- 
bers of that branch of the trade admit that there are new 
prepositions out, the rumor will not down. It is suggested 
that perhaps when that new book mill up in Maine gets to 
work a combination may be more readily brought about. 


.. A firm of paper mill architects in New York are showing 
a paper model of a paper mill plant which is now under 
construction. The model gives one at a glance the entire 
layout of the plant and enables one to judge of it far bet- 
ter than any set of plans could. The model has been the 
centre of much attraction. 


There is yet left a small portion of the edition of “Lock- 
wood’s Directory of the Paper, Stationery and Allied 
Trades” for 1900-1901, but it is being steadily reduced by 
the orders received from day to day. An order placed 
at once will ensure the possession of a copy, but if it is 
delayed it may not. 


The call for coal from abroad continues, and. it is report- 
ed that a contract has just been closed for 1,000 tons a day 
of bituminous coal to go to different points in Europe. 
There are a number of inquiries in the market, and coal 
men here are showing a disposition to push the export busi- 
ness in their line. 


Apparently the breaking up of the National Wall Paper 
Company is bringing back to life the wall paper jobber.

ForeEIGN NOTEs. 


Last year go tons of wood pulp were exported at Malmo, 
compared with 186 tons in 18698. 

In reporting on the trade of Northern Portugal for the 
year 1899, Vice-Consul Grant states that the exports in- 
cluded 1,775,000 kilos of pulp for paper manufacture. 

Algeria imported paper, cardboard, books and engrav- 
ings in 1898 to the extent of 6,934,017 kilos, of the value 
of 4,911,228 francs, the supply being chiefly from France. 

Rome imported from the United Kingdom, during 1899, 
white paper to the extent of 13,420 pounds; colored paper, 
7,700 pounds; wrapping paper, 6,600 pounds, and card- 
board, 4,600 pounds. 

Some alterations have been recently made in the customs 
tariff of the Argentine Republic, and among these is one 
affecting No. 3,122, “Fibre or pulp of wood for matches,” 
which is in future to read as follows: “Fibre or pulp 
of wood for the manufacture of paper.” 

During the last two years British writings, printings and 
envelopes have been in very poor demand for the Nor- 
wegian market. The receipts in 1899 were 915 cwts., of 
the value of £1,586. Five years ago (in 1895) the Nor- 
wegians took 3,387 cwts. of British writings, printings and 
envelopes, of the value of £4,190. Norway imported from 
Great Britain last year paper of the unenumerated class 
to the extent of 558 cwts., of the value of £1,137, compared 
with go4 cwis., of the value of £1,696, in 1895. 

Konigsberg, Germany, exported rags last year to the 
extent of 6,546 tons, of the value of £50,000; of this quan- 
tity the United Kingdom received 2,266 tons. The quan- 
tity exported in the previous year amounted to 6,991 tons, 
of the value of £52,400. According to a consular report, 
the fabrication of wood pulp has considerably improved at 
Konigsberg during last year, but prices did not leave 
much profit, owing to the high prices of the raw timber. 
Wood pulp to the extent of 6,879 tons was exported dur- 
ing 1899, of the value of £85,000. 

Duties have been raised by the Russian Government, 
so far as they are not influenced by special stipulations 
of the various treaties of commerce. Of interest to 
the paper trade are the following: Unworked half-stuff, 
board, papier maché, &c., 7% kop. per pud; goods made 
from papier maché, unsized paper, wall paper, lithographs, 
all 10 kop. per pud; paper half-stuff and paper shavings, 
5 kop. per pud; cellulose (chemical wood pulp), 7% kop. 
per pud. Between Finland and Russia rates have been 
raised as follows: Dry mechanical wood pulp, from 21 to 
26 kop. per pud; moist, from 13% to 16 kop. per pud; 
cellulose, dry and wet, from 37% to 45 kop. per pud; pa- 
per and brown pulp from 45 to 50 kop. per pud; all other 
paper from 75 to 82% kop. per pud, and cigarette paper 
from 150 to 160 kop. per pud. 


A New Paper House. 

Kansas City, Mo., September 10.—Kansas City is con- 
stantly adding to its facilities for handling a large jobbing 
trade. She now counts among her long list of wholesale 
houses a new paper house—the Missouri Paper Com- 
pany. The new firm is located at 404 Delaware street, in 
the heart of the wholesale district. The company will 
carry a complete stock of paper bags, twine and butter 
trays. The proprietors are E. W. Truitt and O. R. Jones. 
Mr. Truitt was recently a member of the Benedict Paper 
Company, of this city, and previously owned the wholesale 
paper house at Emporia, Kan. Mr. Jones has for a num- 
ber of years been interested in business in Emporia. The 
firm is having a good trade already, although the doors 
have been opened but a few days. 





Commercial Morality. 

It is gratifying to record an instance of high commer- 
cial morality, says the Chronicle, of London, England. 
Messrs. Henderson, Craig & Co., the well-known firm of 
paper makers’ agents, suspended payment for nearly £23,000 
at the end of 1889. They paid 10s. in the pound at the time, 
and they have just now completed paying off the balance of 
10s. in the pound. 
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News From THE [IILLs. 


The mill of the Kaukauna (Wis.) Fibre Company will 
be shut down for a few days next week, in order to install 
a large new steam boiler. 

A pulp mill promoter recently examined available sites 
at Newcastle, N. B., for a pulp mill, and it is possible that 
one may be located there in the near future. 

Work is going forward upon the building of the new 
pulp mill of the Flambeau Paper Company, Park Falls, 
Wis. It is expected that the water wheels will arrive in 
about ten days. 

The mill of the Quassapaug Paper Company at South- 
ford, Conn., was started up again last week, after a threc 
weeks’ shut down, due to low water. The mill is now run- 
ning on manilas and waxed papers. 

The Olympus Mill of the John A. Manning Paper Com- 
pany, Troy, N. Y., has been shut down for repairs. New 
raceway walls will be built, the paper machines will be 
overhauled, and new engines and a new boiler will be in- 
stalled. 

C. B. Gaskill, of Niagara Falls, and Nelson J. Bowker, 
secretary and treasurer of the Pettibone Cataract Paper 
Company, of that place, have been looking at a water 
power at Merritton, Canada, with a view to erecting a 15- 
ton pulp mill at that point. 

Sulphite manufacturers in Wisconsin are disposed to fear 
that the high ocean freights now prevailing will have some 
effect upon the price and deliveries of sulphur. Already 
some of the mills have been obliged to borrow on account 
of delayed shipments from the seaboard. 

Wm. Power, of Quebec, Canada, has purchased from the 
Estate Kidson, of Glasgow, an extensive timber limit sit- 
uated in Stoneham and Tewkesbury, on the Jacques Cartier 
River, Province of Quebec. The limit is heavily timbered 
with spruce, and Mr. Power will probably erect a pulp mill 
thereon. ‘J 

C. W. Wilson, paper manufacturer, of Montreal, Can- 
ada, and promoter of the new company to build a pulp 
mill at Indian Lorette, has applied to the Indian agent 
to lease a portion of land belonging to the Indians for a 
term of fifty years. It is his intention to build a pulp and 
paper mill on the site of the old Reid property. 

According to the Detroit Free Press ‘the cutting of pulp 
wood for the paper mills is becoming such an important 


industry in the copper country that there is talk of hav- 
ing a pulp. mill located somewhere in that section, where 
the wood would be converted into pulp and the latter then 
shipped to the paper mills, thereby effecting quite a saving 
in freight. 

The bag making department of the Union Bag and 
Paper Company’s mill at Kaukauna, Wis., is now running 
along as smoothly as any old established plant. The work 
of making new machines is constantly going on in the 
company’s machine shop. The orders received from the 
general offices of the company are such as to keep the 
institution going at its highest capacity in order to fill re- 
quests promptly. 

Incorporation has been granted to the Michipicoton 
Falls Power Company, Limited, with a share capital of 
$40,000. The company will engage in the manufacture of 
lumber and pulp wood and the generation of electrical 
power. Wm. Thoburn, woolen manufacturer, of Almonte, 
and Frederick Francis, lumberman, of Pakenham, are di- 
rectors of the company, thie head office of which will be in 
Toronto, Canada. 


T. G. McMullen, M. P. P., of Truro, N. S., last year 
began the erection of a large dam on the Salmon River, at 
Union, about 10 miles above Truro, with a view of build- 
ing a pulp mill. During a freshet last fall the dam was 
washed away, but it has now been rebuilt and work on the 
pulp mill will be commenced at an early date. Mr. Mc- 
Mullen proposes to operate the mill by electric power trans- 
mitted a considerable distance. _ 

The Eddy Company, of Hull, is putung in two news 
machines, and expects to be turning out 40 tons of news 
per day before the end of next month, The new year will 
be at hand before book papers or bags will be offered. 
New contracts are now being let for other new machinery. 
Representatives of the Bagley & Sewall Company, the 
Beloit Iron Works, the Black & Clawson Company, the 
Mcore & White Company, the Pusey & Jones Company 
and others have recently visited Hull. 


Rumford Falls, Me., will soon become a town of tall 
chimneys. Another big one has just been started. This 
one is for the Oxford Paper Company on the flats. It is to 
be 203 feet high from the top of foundation and 214 feet 
over all, with 10 foot flue. This is 1 foot larger and 3 feet 
higher than the International Paper Company’s chimney 
now building. The base of this chimney will be 24 feet 
across, carried up square’for 30 feet, when it will strike 
round for the remainder. Instead of working from the 


outside as the crew on the International do, the men will 
go up and down on an elevator from the inside. H. C. 
Rowell, of Berlin, N. H., has the contract. The work 
is now well under way with U. G. Houston in charge. 

O'Keefe & Orbison, who have the contract for the 
plans and construction of the addition to the pulp mill of 
the Combined Locks Paper Company, Combined Locks, 
Wis., placed orders on September 10 for three pairs of 35- 
inch Leffel wheels, aggregating about 1,200 horse power, 
for the new addition. Work has already been commenced 
upon the building. The order has also been placed for a new 
digester for the sulphite department, the prospect of which 
was referred to in these columns several weeks ago. It 
will be 15x46 feet in size, and will make the added capacity 
of the plant about 20 tons a day. 

The Riverton Paper Mill, Riverton, Conn., which for 
two or three years has stood idle, has been purchased by 
Philip & Turner, of Holyoke, Mass. The mill was for- 
merly owned by Jolly Brothers, of Holyoke. At the mill 
manila and tissue paper were formerly made, and will 
probably still be made there by the new firm, which is 
putting the mill in fine order preparatory to starting up. 

The pulp plant of the Columbian Paper Company, which 
has been under construction at Bristol, Va., for some time, 
is now assuming definite shape. The large brick and stone 
engine house is completed and the walls of the main build- 
ing are going up rapidly. The lower 12 feet of the side 
walls are of limestone. Twelve large alkali vats have al- 
ready been placed in this building. When completed the 
plant will have cost a little over $250,000. A large amount 
of pulp wood is already on hand. 


Duty on Bundle of Wall Paper. 

Derroit, Mich., September 10.—A bundle of wall pa- 
per, worth at the highest valuation not more than $5, was 
the cause of the arrest this morning of Alex J. White and 
James W. Vanderbelt, colored railway porters. Both men 
are employed by the Michigan Central Railroad and bear 
reputations as thoroughly honest men. 

Some days ago, it is charged by the United States cus- 
toms authorities, the two men brought the roll of wall pa- 
per over from Windsor without paying duty upon it. 
The customs officers at the dock made complaint with the 
result that the United States marshal made the arrest to- 
day. The men denied their guilt when arraigned before 
Commissioner Graves. They were held for examination 
in $100 bail, which was promptly furnished.

Question —We have three water wheels in our mill, and 
the step of one of them persists in burning out. I cannot 
call it by any other name, because the wood seems to char 
and crumble just as if it had been heated too hot. Still, I 
do not see how that could happen, as the step is at all 
times under water when the wheel is running. What 
causes the trouble, and how can it be cured? 

Answer.—The step is burned, as surely as if it had been 
placed in the boiler furnace. The only difference is that 
then the combustion would have taken-place quicker. In 
the wheel, the wocd was burned because.it became dry and 
friction against the end of the shaft caused the wood to 
become so heated that the volatile portions of the wood 
were driven off, leaving nothing but charcoal for the wheel 
to bear upon. Some wheels give a great deal of trouble 
in this manner, and others none at all. It seems that 
sometimes the conditions are such that no water can get 
into the step when the wheel is.running. Usually the 
wheel is set above the tail water when this trouble occurs, 
but this does not always cause the trouble, for a good many 
wheels are running right along with a long draft tube under 
them, the wheels being placed many feet above the water 
level in the tailrace. It is usual, however, in such cases, to 
provide means for getting water into the step. A pipe 
Alrilled and tapped into the-step, coming up from below, 
through the spider, cures the trouble usually, although in 
some cases it is necessary to carry the pipe up into the 
flume so as to secure a head of water which will force a 
constant supply of the liquid into the step. In certain ag- 
gravated cases it has been found necessary to put in a 
pump that will at all times force water into the stem. This 
is a certain cure, but it is necessary only in a few extreme 
Usually.the pipe into the flume will be all that is 
necessary. To avoid all possible trouble in this direction, 
put in® wheels that hang upon a horfzdntal shaft. Then 
there is no need of steps, pipes or pumps: The bearings all 
come outside of the wheel case and may be lubricated with 
grease, thereby doing away with the wooden bearing, which 
is only used because water forms a pretty good lubricant 
for steel or iron when running together.

* We are troubled a good deal by the failure of boiler 
pumps to work properly. There are two of them, both of 
the plunger type, although one is driven from a crank 
shaft overhead, while the other is a self-contained device 
“standing upon the floor, the crank shaft being built into 
the frame which supports the pump. When running the 
pumps “slam” violently. It seems as if the plunger pulled 
away from the water. The result is that the connections 
of the pump are shaken to pieces in a very short time. The 
repairs are heavy and frequent, and the service is not at 
‘all satisfactory. What can be done to remedy the difficulty?

Answer.—The trouble is that the pumps run too fast. 
The water has not time enough to fill the plunger chamber 
before the plunger starts back upon its return stroke. In 
fact, the plunger does “pull away” from the water just as 
the querist states, and when this happens a pretty perfect 
vacuum between the water and the plunger is the result. 
When the plunger starts to return, the pressure of 14.7 
pounds per square inch upon the: outer_end of the plunger 
—7 inches for a 3 inch plunger—gives a “slamming” force 
of over 100 pounds to force the plunger down upon the 
water as fast as the connecting rod of the pump will let it 
travel. And when there is considerable lost motion in the 
pump mechanism, the speed is pretiy fast. A complete and 
certain cure for the trouble will be to decrease the speed 
of the pumps. Thirty strokes per minute is a high speed 
for boiler feed plunger pumps, and twenty-four strokes is 
a great deal better than thirty. If the water supply can be 
so arranged that it will flow to the pump, then the speed 
can be increased considerably, but where the pump has to 
draught water a few feet, the speed must be reduced to the 
limit stated. A pump can be made to work at the extreme 
limit of speed which will allow the water chamber to fill. 


‘ 


Beyond this speed the pump will do no more work, no 
matter how the speed may be increased, for if water can- 
not get into the pump. beyond a certain amount per minute, 


it (the water) certainly’cannot be handled any faster than 


that rate. Tf the limit of water flow speed is reached, the 
pump will still work hard and “slam” considerably, so 
much so that repairs will still be heavy. The speed must 
then he reduced still further, so much so that the pump 
will run easily and without distress. When’ this speed is 
found the economical capacity of the pump has been 


reached, and that speed should never be exeeedod except in 
~~. - 
case of emergency. If the pump, ‘under its reduced speed, 


does not supply enough water—it probably ‘will continue 


to supply as much or even more than when running too 
fast—the remedy is to put in another pump to reinforce the 
work of the one in use, or a larger pump may be put in 
place of the smaller one. An additional pump is better, 
because of the flexibility it gives to the boiler feeding 
mechanism, and there cannot be too much flexibility to that 
part of a steam plant through duplication of appliances and 
apparatus.

Question.— What is the magnetic clutch? I have heard that 
the device was something that would be of value in the 
paper mill. How does it do the work of connecting to- 
gether two shafts, and are there any conditions to be filled 
which would cause expense or trouble were the device 
applied to paper mill work? 

Answer.—The magnetic clutch consists merely of two 
iron disks closely resembling two large face or flange 
couplings with the bolts left out and the faces thereof 
perfectly smooth. Recessed in the iron are coils of in- 
sulated copper wire through which currents of electricity 
are passed from the mill lighting dynamo, or from any 
other convenient and efficient source. The passage of the 
electrical force causes the:iron to become strongly mag- 
netic, and the windings are so connected that the mag- 
netism in each disk atiracts that of the other disk, thereby 
pulling them together with force enough to drive the 
machinery connected wi.h the shafting to which the disk» 
are attached. There is nothing but the pressure of the two 
disks together to do the driving, and it will be understood 
that that pressure is considerable. There is no tfouble 
in getting a considerable amount of attraction between the 
two masses of iron, for it is only a matter of mass of 
metal and enough electricity to saturate the metal with 
lines of force. There is a limit, however, for after the 
iron becomes pretty well filled with magnetism it takes a 
great deal of electricity to further increase the magnetism; 
therefore there fs nothing to be gained in trying to force 
one of these clutches beyond its rated capacity. Trying 
to do so is like speeding up a fan blower in hope of getting 
more wind out of it. This can be done, but to double the 
capacity of a fan at any given delivery will need four times 
the speed and eight times the power! So it is with the 
magnetic clutch, doub'ing the capacity takes many times 
the power of the regular load. The magnetic clutch needs 
nothing done to start it working, save throwing a switch 
which turns the current through its coils. The winding is 
connected to the main wires by means of brushes which 
run upon little rings placed mpon the clutch or the shaft, 
but insulated therefrom, so ‘that a continuous path is at 
all times maintained for the charging current. Any num- 
ber of switches may be placed in the electric line which 
controls the clutch, thereby forming a safety device which 
is of great value in case of accident, for the clutch may 
be opened at any one of a dozen points if necessary. As 
the wires are carried in grooves in the metal of the clutch, 
there is no danger of the circuit becoming damaged by any 
fair usage of the appliance. The clutch should be pro- 
tected from water, although it is possible to waterproof 
one so that it could run completely immersed if neces- 
sary. There is practically no limit to the capacity of these 
clutches, as one 10 feet in diameter will transmit over 1,000 
horse power, and do it without any adjustment for wear 
or renewal of friction blocks or other surfaces. It is a 
coming appliance fcr paper ‘mill use.

Question.—I want to make a pressure bar of cast iron 
for use in squeezing together the rolls of a pasting ma- 
chine. I have made two patterns and castings from each 
have broken. How can I proportion a casting so that it 
will stand a strain of 50,000 pounds applied in the middle 
thereof? The casting must be 2 feet long, and is supported 
at both ends with the load applicd in the middle on the 
other side. 

Answer.—This question becomes the proportioning of a 
beam, fixed at both ends and loaded in the middle, to sup- 
port a weight of 50,000 pountls. In all beams thus loaded 
one side is in tension, the ether side in compression. That, 
is, one side of the beam is being pulled apart, the other 
side compressed. Average cast iron will break at about 
20,000 pounds per inch of cross section. The factor of 
safety should be not less than 10 in machinery; therefore, 
500,000 pounds load must be provided for, calling for 25 
square inches of cross section. But all this must be sub- 
ject to tension, and if a square or rectangular beam is 
used, as much must be added in ircn for compression. Rut 
by putting the 25 inches in a web for tension and adding 
one-sixth as much in a right angle flange for compression 
the beam may be supported by about 30 square inches of 
cast iron, the web 3x8 inches, and the flange 1x6 inches.

Question.—When a radiator in my office is given all the 
steam that will blow through it under 60 pounds pressure, 
the room remains cold, but when supplied with steam cut 
down by a reducing valve. to 2 pounds, the office is well 
hea*ed.». What is the reason? 

Answer.-—Steam parts with very little heat when pass- 
ing through a radiator. When admitted at the very low 
pressure it is condensed therein, and every pound of steam 
yields up 966 heat units to warm the office. 


PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Vat for Screening Paper Pulp—Apparatus for Making 
Corrugated Paper—Paper Box Egg Case Filler— 
Machine for Making Paper Box Blanks, 





There has been granted to Harry E. Wambold, of Ap- 
pleton, Wis., patent No. 657,186, covering an improvement 
in vats for screening paper pulp. An illustration of the 
device is presented herewith. 

The walls A, screen supporting bed pieces B, and in- 
closing frame C of the vat are all of the ordinary con- 
struction. The screen plates D are preferably formed of 
metal and are provided with a series of fine slots E, 
through which the finer part of the pulp placed in the vat 
is screened out. By the patented improvement the holes 
in the screen plates are entirely avoided and a single 
series of holes G only is required in each supporting bed 
piece. This desired object is accomplished by interposing 
between each of the several screen plates and between the 
sides of the screen plates and edges of the vat a separate 
fastening or locking piate F, through which the retaining 
bolts H are inserted and by which said retaining bolts are 
drawn down firmly upon the bevel edges of the screen plate 
B. The locking plates F are beveled on their lower sides, 
while the opposing edges of the screen plates D are bev- 
eled on their upper sides for the reception of the locking 
plates, the bevel of the respective plates being formed on 
the same angle, so that such parts fit nicely together and 
form a smooth even surface, while the holes I, formed in 
the several locking plates for the reception of the fasten- 
ing bolts, are countersunk, so that the upper surface of 
the heads of such bolts will when in place be flush with 
the surface of the screen plates. To prevent the screen

plates from being separated or forced away from each 
(ther by the locking plates as the same are drawn down by 
their retaining bolts, an interlocking joint is formed be- 
tween such parts, consisting of a V or U shaped groove J, 
and flange J’ formed in the beveled surface of the screen 
plates, and a V or U shaped flange K and groove K’, 
conforming in shape to’ the groove and flange formed on 
the lower side of the locking plates, which flanges and 
grooves on one plate engage in the flanges and grooves 
on.the other plate and lock such parts securely together, 
whereby it is obvious that the act of drawing down said 
plates has no tendency to force back the screen plates, as 
would be the case were such V or U shaped flanges and 
grooves dispensed with. To prevent the lower edges of 
the bed piece B from being chafed or broken by contact 
with the nuts L as they are turned down on the bdlts, there 
is employed a cap or washer M, which cap is provided 
with angular flanges N, which flanges engage the re- 
spective surfaces cf the bed pieces, and thus distribute the 
pressure of the nuts over a larger area of surface and pre- 
vent the injurious action of the nut than would otherwise 
occur if turned down on the bed pieces direct.

Its Timber Resources—How the Spruce Has Grown in Im- 
portance—The Results of Recent Surveys—The 
Lumber Trade There. 


A remarkable illustration of the vast forest wealth of the 
great north of the Province of Quebec, says the Canada 
Lumberman, is furnished by the unexpected development 
of an enormous field for lumbering operations in the region 
made accessible to shipping ports by the construction of the 
Quebec and Lake St. John Railway. A decade ago, when 
white pine was considered to be almost the only timber 
that. gave value to Canadian forests, it was erroneously 
supposed by many people that Pricé Brothers & Co. had 
practically denuded of the profitable merchantable timbér 
all the timber lands in the Saguenay and Lake St. John 
country. Now that spruce 1s virtually king in most of the 
forests of Quebec, and pulp wood the delight of million- 
aire speculators, the eyes ofthe public, and of the lumber, 
pulp and paper trades are being gradually opened to the 
enormous wealth of the spruce forests in the territory trib- 
utary to the Quebec and a Si. John Railway and its 


connections. 


Some idea of the gtestnt proportions of the lumber trade. , 


in the country; traversed by this line may be formed from 
the fact that in 1899 the shipments of the various mills lo. 
cated in it, apart from the local consumption of their pro- 
duce, amounted to the equivalent of 83,196,000 feet board 
measure, and consisted of 5,472 cars of sawn lumber, 636 
cars of square timber, 763 cars of ties and 12 cars of logs. 
In addition to this, there were 2,426 cars of pulp and paper, 
though this industry is practically in its infancy in the 
Lake St. John country. There are between twenty-five and 
thirty saw mills in this territory, and many times that 


number would ‘undoubtedly follow the extension of. the ~ 


road through the richly wooded country between Lake St. 
John and James Bay. More than half the export deal 
trade done by the port of Quebec in recent years is fur-

nished by these mills over the Quebec and Lake St. John 
Railway. 

An official report to the Provincial Government made 
in 1898 shows that out of a total area of 19,200,000 acres in 
the territory of Lake St. John. less than 500,000 acres are 
under cultivation or cleared, and the remainder is covered 
with- forests. The principal kinds of timber are spruce, 
balsam fir, white birch, cypress and a little pine. White, 
black and red spruce constitute more than 75 per cent. of 
the timber. Fire has ravaged this territory in some places, 
but the disastrous effects of the great fire of 1875 in the 
Mistassini region are no longer visible; the second growth 
is as fine as. the first as regards the size of the trees, while 
the wood is sounder and less knotty, both of which are 
decided advantages. 

The quantity of pulp wood in this country is praetically 
unlimited. Taking an average of only five cords to the 
acre, we obtain fabulous results, showing that this terri- 
tory can provide an almost inexhaustible supply of raw 
material, Mr. Langelier, who recently explored this sec- 
tion of the country for the Department of Lands, Forests 
and Fisheries, estimates that the first cut of pulp wood in 
it would be about 100,000,000 cords, which would yield 
over 65,000,000 tons of pulp, or a million tons per annum 
for sixty-five years. It is calculated that this would be 
sufficient for the half of Europe, and that “the coniferous 
forests of the region of Lake St. John exceed in extent 
those of Norway, are nearly equal to those of Prussia, 
and to half those of Sweden.” 

The water powers of the grand discharge of Lake St. 
John, ‘and of the several large rivers by which the lake is 
fed, greatly exceed those of all the rivers in Sweden and 
Norway, where the pulp industry is carried on to a con- 
siderable extent. It is calculated that they total over 650,- 
000 horse power. Already there is a large saw and pulp 
mill at Chicoutimi which turns out 30 tons of dry pulp per 
day.’ Its capacity is about to be quadrupled. Another one 
is about going into operation at Jonquieres, and a third is 
about to be constructed on the Metabetchouan. Two large 
companies, one English, the other American, with a com- 





bined capital of nearly $6,000,000, are at present negotiating 
for water power privileges on the Grand Discharge. One 
proposes to erect the largest pulp and paper mill in the 
world, and the other an enormous calcium carbide factory, 
and in the magnitude of their operations they may exceed 
the tremendous works at Grand Mere and Shawenegan, ‘on 
the Great Northern branch of the- Quebec and Lake St. 
John Railway. It may be mentioned, en passant, that the 
output of the industries at Grand Mere consists of 15,000,- 
000 to 20,000,000 feet annually of sawn white and red pine 
and spruce, 130 tons daily of dry ground wood pulp, 60 
tons per day of sulphide pulp, 40 tons daily of paper and 
30 of cardboard. The new pulp and paper mill at Shaw- 
enegan is expected to have four times the capacity of that 
at Grand Mere. There are also valuable timber and pulp 
lands in- the great extent of country stretching away from 
Lake St. John to James Bay. Mr. Henry O'Sullivan, Do- 
minion land surveyor and civil engineer, who headed a 
Government exploring party through this territory in 1897, 
reports immense areas of magnificent spruce forest to the 
north of the height of land. Of other sections of the coun- 
try traversed by him he says: “In the virgin forests, 
spruce, fir, tamarac, and cypress or banksian pine, are the 
chief conifers, while the deciduous trees are limited to pop 
lar of different varieties, white birch, willow, alder, hazel, 
pembina and similar undergrowth, with, occasionally, 
black ash along the river and lake shores. I saw no white 
pine and although the cypress or banksian pine is decidedly 
a native of that region, it is only in the dry burned dis- 
tricts, and on the poorer heights in the neighborhood of 
Lake Nemiskan, on the Rupert River, that it was seen in 
abundance. In fact, pine of any kind seldom flourishes on 
such rich clay soil as is found in the basin of the Nottoway. 
There is an abundance of spruce and tamarac wherever 
the country has not been burned. Here and there areas 
more or less extensive were swept by fire from twenty-five 
to fifty years ago, and are now well grown up with poplar, 
white birch, spruce, tamarac and cypress of fair size, ac- 
cording to age, insuring an abundance of pulp wood for 


ages to come.

The company has established a factory and 
large laboratory in Boston, which are un- 
der the control of A. D. Little, the chemical 
director of the company. 


Dilion Process for Improving Paper. 


Patrick Dillon, of Milford, Mass., is 
seeking to interest capitalists in a new 
process for treating paper making mate- 
rials, whereby the paper produced possesses 
qualities not now characteristic of ordinary 
papers. This process is a substitute for 
machine and tub sizing, and he claims that 
the resulting product takes a high finish, is 
increased in toughness from 100 to 500 
per cent., and remains intact even under 
the action of boiling water. Its surface 
will take all kinds of ink and paint, so that 
it is rendered serviceable for a great variety 
of new uses. 

The product is also grease and water 
proof, and experiments with it have 
demonstrated its adaptability as a wrapper 
for meats, butter and other articles where 
a grease and water proof wrapper is neces- 
sary. 

The inventor also claims that the paper 
is freed from all trace of bleach and anti- 
chlor, and is entirely neutral from a chemi- 
cal point of view. The paper treated by 
this process retains its tensile strength even 
when in water. 

The process can be applied to any fibre, 
and the goods so treated are not affected 
in any way by being kept in storage. Mr. 
Dillon will be pleased to demonstrate his 
process to any one interested, and to show 
the many ways in which paper so treated 
can be utilized.

The French-Hickman Company. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 


N1aGARA Faris, September 11.—Some 
new moves are expected in the completion 
of the plant of the French-Hickman Flax 
Fibre Company, which has been in a state 
of rest since the death of the engineer of 
construction, Staunton Day. An important 
meeting of the officers was held at 
the Cataract House on Monday. Harold 
Krall, of London, England, president of 
the company; B. F. French, of Boston, 


managing director, and E. Frank Baker, 
of Boston, one of the stockholders, and 
several others who dropped in later, were 
present. 

There had been numerous stories around 
that when Mr. Day died all the devices 
of the process pcrished with him, as he had 
left no written matter describing it. This 
is false, so the gentlemen interested claim. 
Dr. Hickman, of New York, is the in- 
ventor of the process, and Mr. Day was the 
engineer of construction, and had mapped 
out the buildings and construction. He 
did fail to leave any plans for the com- 
pletion of the same, and this had a ten- 
dency to hinder the progress of completion 
of the works. This has all been overcome, 
and the resident manager-superintendent, 
A. L. Campbell, who was in close con- 
ference with the officers at the Cataract, 
has mapped out for him considerable work 
in the next few months. 

I had a pleasant interview with Mr. 
Krall and Mr. French. Both gentlemen 
assured THe Paper TRAvE JouRNAL that 
work on the plant would now progress. 
As to the machinery with which the mill 
will be equipped, there was nothing definite 
just at present. The process is patented 
and, as Mr. French expressed it, “No one 
can make a pound of flax fibre without 
our permission.” W. E. T. 


Sportsmen Afraid of Water Pollution. 


MonrTREAL, Canada, September 10.—Re- 
markable industrial development is reported 
from the Lake St. John district. Engineers 
have begun work upon the Grand Dis- 
-charge for new pulp and other mills, which 
are to be erected by American capitalists at 
a cost of from $2,000,000 to $3,000,000. A 
pulp mill is to be built on the banks of the 
Little Peribonca, at the White Falls. 
Hundreds of men who earn their living in 
this territory by acting as guides for 
United States sportsmen, who fish there, 
are afraid that the erection of these mills 
may take away their means of subsistence 
if the law regarding fishways and the pol- 
lution of water is allowed by the Gov- 
ernment to be disregarded, as is often the 
case. Sportsmen, guides and hotel keep- 
ers all over the country are complaining of 
the failure of the Government to demand 
compliance with the law in this respect.

PAPER.—A little better business and a great deal more 
inquiry is the report heard on all sides this week. The 
jobbers are fairly busy, although some complaints are 
heard. ‘The continuance of the hot weathér is supposed to 
be the reason why trade has no “snap” to it. Still the de- 
mand is said to be fair for this season of the year. Many 
lines of trade that consume paper have felt the activity in- 
cident to the return of people to town. Retail store keep- 
ers in the residential sections of the city are conspicuous in 
this list. Printers and retail stationers are also doing 
more business this week. The closing of some large busi- 
ness, which has been in abeyance for a long time, has been 
a feature of the week. The bulk of this business, however, 
is still held back. In regard to quotations it is said that 
they are a little bit firmer than they were last week. News 
is still quoted at 244@2Hc. for small orders. Large orders 
and big contracts are being booked at a shade under 2!)4c. 
Desirable news paper contracts as a general rule are not 
down to the 2\4c. basis. On the word of a prominent 
manufacturer it is given out that 23gc. would be for him 
the bottom rock selling price. Contracts for news closed 
this week with publishers have been reported at 2.45c. less 
5 per cent., 2.40c. less 5 per cent. and 2}¢c. less 5 per 
cent. With these contracts much depends on distance, 
freight, delivery, payments, &c. The cheaper grades oi 
book papers continue very weak. The better grades are, 
however, now said to be in good demand and rather firm. 
Manilas are still weak, but show signs of increasing 
strength. A better demand for writings is expected very 
soon. Butchers’ manila was offered in the New York mar- 
ket last week at 1.90c.
